Coleman about Jacques Demers liver problem on the Sunday 
morning? 

A. It's been for a long time now that he 
complained.

Me PROULX: Liver. 
THE COMMISSIONER: Liver, I'm sorry. 
THE WITNESS: Yes, he started again during 


the camp in Vancouver complaining of his stomach problem, I 
could mention him. 

Me PROULX: 

Q. Mr. Kulesza from Vancouver on that 
Friday did you try to reach your friend Emile in Czechos- 
lovakia? 

A. I made several calls on Friday night and 
I tried to reach, yes I tried to reach everybody to find 
out what's happened. 


Oo. What do you mean what's happened? 
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A. What's happened with my athletes, why 
they were on drugs at this time, I was very curious. 

On That's right, and did you speak to 
Emile? 

A. No I spoke to his wife. It was a 


weekend time I believe and he was not in the town. 


Q. Did he return your call eventually? 

A. No. 

Of He never called you back? 

A. No, because he didn't know my 'phone. 

Q. You did not leave to his wife your

A. Yes, but difference in time you see 
between Vancouver and Europe in this time, about nine (9) 
hours. So it's very difficult to reach somebody, it was 
weekend time and he was when I talked to his wife, she said 
he was in Prague, in different town, he was out of town sy 
this time.

etcetera, but I would like to know did you enquire upon 
Denis Garon, Langis Cote who did not have to give, to pass 
a second test, but who were with them in Czechoslovakia, 
did you go to ask Denis Garon "Denis did you take some 
Too? 

A. No, I was completely -- I haven't talked 
to athletes at all since this moment, I was emotionally, 
how can I say I was very closed inside I didn't talk to 
them at all, I was very shocked and I react in such a 
situation but I don't talk to people. 

On Did you provide, did you offer a sample 
of your urine yourself? 


A. NO, not at all. 
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Q. Now you said that Denis, I'm sorry David 
Bolduc and Jacques Demers wanted to go home, you didn't 
speak to them after that.

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Q. When the doctors arrived, right? 

A. They arrived, they set up the room and 
when they were ready they came with green cards and we were 
together in that time. 

©. Now Mr. Kulesza you knew at the time 
when the two (2) doctors were there, and they were to start 
the operation of testing. 

A. Yes. 

Q. On four (4) individuals, you knew that 
three (3) of them at least had taken drugs? 

A. Yes. 

Oe You knew that these people had panicked, 
wanted to go home, you heard about a catheter, did you tell 
Mr. Chouinard at the time privately, confidentially "listen 
we cannot let these guys pass the test"? 

A. No I didn't. 

Q. Can you tell the Commissioner why? 

A. Because... 

THE COMMISSIONER: I think he said yesterday 
that it was too human. 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A. I discussed before that with Mr. 
Chouinard what to do in such a case and the only way is to 
carry out test, to have evidence, and this was the decision 


but until last moment was not sure if they will show up 
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with the testing. They were just notified. 

Me PROULX: 

(9) We obviously heard of what happened a 
few days later you heard about the results. 

A. Yes.

Q. Going back to the nineteen eighty-eight 
(1988) but earlier in nineteen eighty-eight (1988) you told 
the Commissioner yesterday that your athletes on their 
return from the first training camp in Czechoslovakia 
looked to you totally exhausted, and in your opinion the 


training camp didn't seem to be very beneficial to them. 


A. It looked... 
i That's what I understood yesterday? 
A Yes, I asked them to train with 


Czechoslovakian team but the training programme which the 
athletes brought me and I analyzed, I understood it was not 
the proper training programme for them in this particular 
time. So for next trip they follow only training programme 


which I designed. 


(8), You did design the training programme in 
Czechoslovakia? 
A. No, no training programme was designed 
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for one (1) year for elite athletes, and we discussed which 
programme they should use in Czechoslovakia at this time, 
and I felt that it would be a good experience for them to 
try to train with different programme over there, and they 
tried, but the programme was not specific enough in this 
period of time for competitions, so they came in poor shape 
and it was the reason because the training programme was 
NOC cOorrecc. 

Or So why did you send them back in 
February? 

A. Because the training programme I knew it 
was in a volume of the load mainly, the reason, that's why 
they were tired, but after the time they came back and they 
were quite good, Pan American Games. I decided did not use 
any more training programme of the Coaches over there. 

The opinion of my athletes was the same, 
like they felt they didn't gain anything from the first 
training camp in the sense of the physical preparation. 

THE COMMISSIONER: That's not what they told 
us, they said it was almost like a miracle. 

A. Wells this®is... - 

THE COMMISSIONER: Pan eenoteeinterrupeing, 
they said it's like a miracle, within three (3) weeks they 
improved their performance which normally would take years.

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THE COMMISSIONER: You heard them say that, 
you were here. That's what they said. 
THE WITNESS: No, somebody said but I can 


give you an example. 


THE COMMISSIONER: No but they may not be 
ac et sen. 

THE WITNESS: The results, it was described. 

THE COMMISSIONER: AnG@eiee think )Mr. Roy 


noticed the same improvement too. 

THE WITNESS: Okay what Mr. Roy said, I will 
ask question. Louis Payer was in Czechoslovakia in 
nineteen eighty-eight (1988), he completed his best total, 
before that was three hundred fifteen (315) kilos in total. 
In nineteen eighty-seven (1987) he did three hundred kilos 
(300), he was in Czechoslovakia four (4) weeks, competed in 
Pannonia Cup, did two ninety-five (295), lower than his 
performance. He completed in Montreal Cup did two ninety- 
seven (297), where was this incredible progress, there was 
no progress at all, it was below. 

This is false what Pierre Roy said at his 
testimony here, because there is no fact. At the same time 
I coach athletes in Centre Claude Robillard the younger 
athletes and who competed Montreal Cup and I have the 
results here of the Montreal Cup, and athletes who stayed 


in Montreal they progress more than the athletes who came 
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from Czechoslovakia. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But why would you send 
them back a third time then? 

THE WITNESS: Because of programme, and 
preparation towards Olympic Games. The programme is set up 
in such a way in a certain period of time there is high 
volume training and athletes are going down in their 
performance. In a different period of time... 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well I don't want to 
interruptyaple Juste want to) get it while it's. here, I'm 
puzzled then the first trip was really quite a disaster, 


they came back weak... 


THE WITNESS: Eoewasnt terrific. 
THE COMMISSIONER: Even though they 
described it, it was almost like a miracle. And then the 


second trip also, becaue your people... 

THE WITNESS: Second wasn't bad. 

THE COMMISSIONER: No, but the people here 
were doing better than they were in Czechoslovakia? 

THE WITNESS: It was surprising a couple of 
athletes from Montreal did such a nice programme. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well why would you send 
them back to Czechoslovakia if your own programme was 
better? 


THE WITNESS: Because the second and third 
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time I designed a proper programme and very individual. It 
was much more successful. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well we do know they were 
taking drugs all three (3) times. 

THE WITNESS: But those drugs, even they 
were taking drugs in such a period of time, we know very 
well from the publication, scientific investigation that 
drugs can help when they are using prolonged time, high 
dosage. Athletes who went for one month to train in 
Czechoslovakia, couldn't gain much from the drug, this is 
psychological dependence of the athletes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well i! meisorryieto 
interrupt you Mr. Proulx.

og Are you saying that there is psychologi- 
cal dependence? 

A. Yes, athletes from the past were 
dependant, and they felt, one of the side effects of 
steroids is stimulation of the brain, they feel they

THE COMMISSIONER: They become more 
aggressive? 

THE WITNESS: They become more aggressive, 
but there is no significant gain in the numbers, this is 


what they feel, and they are very subjective, Coach didn't 
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- doesn't see what they see through their eyes. 

Me PROULX: 

On Now to be able to say that, which 
athletes did confide to you, so that you can say that 
today? 

A I beg your pardon, I didn't understand. 

Q. You just told the Commissioner, right, 
that the athletes are dependant, right, they have psycho- 
logical dependence? 

A. I mean those athletes who have trained 
in certain clubs, like Montreal under Pierre Roy, who 
admitted that he was giving drugs to the athletes, those 
athletes were brought up at the beginning... 

(Ole im sorry §Ssir, did) you say that Mr: 
Pierre Roy said that he supplied drugs to athletes? 

AS He said that he was in favour of a drug 


in a certain period of time. 


OF There is a difference. 

A. He was in favour. 

Oo; Being in favour and supplying is 
different. 

A. Yes but it means in favour, that he was 


involved in the process of administration of the drugs at 
that period of time, and most of athletes used drugs in 


that time, and somebody who knows such a feelings he has a 
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dependency to repeat and come back to feel that, it's 
psychological effect, placoebal effect and really physical. 
If somebody wants to use drugs in period of two (2) weeks, 
believe me they will not gain much from that, it's rather 
dependence.

THE COMMISSIONER: Mee COULxX .y OlmEhave 
completed your examination? 

Me PROULX: Yes, subject to a question which 
might arise from an information that Me. Caisse wants to 
supply to me. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Do you want to supply it 
now. If you have further questions let's do it now. 

It you have got something to give to Mr. 
Proulx. Do you want Mr. Proulx to ask another question?

C'est un contre-interrogatoire qui devrait 
étre bref et qui devrait se résumer a des situations 
impliquant certains de mes clients mais qui nécessitera 
évidemment une entrée en matiere, certaines questions 
introductives, si je peux m'exprimer ainsi. 


C'est ma demande, monsieur le Commissaire. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Mr. Caisse you act for 
Mr. Demers, Mr. Bolduc and Mr. Payer? 

BY ME. CAISSE: C'est bien ca, monsieur le 
Commissaire. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And they were witnesses 
before this enquiry and Mr. Kulesza was a witness as well. 

AS you know as Counsel for a witness, at a 
trial, if this were a trial, you could not cross-examine 
any other persons. The rules of a Royal Commission are 
Similar but not exactly the same, and if a witness 
testifies I mean with respect to another witness and gives 
evidence upon whIch there could be a finding of mis-conduct 
under Section Thirteen (13), then I would allow the 
witness, Counsel for the witness against whom the allega- 
tion is made,to cross-examine. 

But a Counsel for one witness cannot cross- 


examine another witness, merely because that witness 
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contradicted the testimony of the first witness. Thatss 
the role of Commission Counsel. 

Mr. Proulx has thoroughly examined Mr. 
Kulesza, and as you know Mr. Proulx is a very experienced 
Counsel, that's his mandate to help be bring all the facts. 

He's thoroughly examined Mr. Kulesza on all 
the differences between your client and his. Nothing that 
Mr. Kulesza has said even if accepted, could form the 
basis of a finding of misconduct against your client. 

If there is any misconduct to be found 
against your client it's on the basis of their own 
testimony, so that Mr. Kulesza although he contradicted 
your client, has not given any evidence upon which I can 
make a finding of misconduct under Section 13. 

All you seek to do is to cross-examine a 
witness because he has contradicted your client. A counsel 
for a witness has no such right. 

This is not a trial, believe me if it were a 
trial you would have no right to examine the witness under 
any such circumstances. But in a Royal Commission we give 
some latitude to that rule, but in the very limited 
circumstances that I've outlined, and I'm not going to 
permit Counsel for a witness to cross-examine another 
witness, solely on the basis that that witness contradicted 


his®client. 
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Mr. Proulx has done a very thorough job in 
examination and Mr. Silcoff has a right to re-examine his 
client and it will be for me at the end of the testimony, 
on the basis of thorough examination we are having, to 
determine the conflict. 

So I regret very much I cannot accede to your 
request and if you like I will expand my reasons to make 
them more formal at a later date. 

Thank you Mr. Caisse, I have made my ruling? 

BY ME. CAISSE: Monsieur le Commissaire, si 
vous me permettez un ou deux arguments supplémentaires.

Kulesza said a few times that my client was lying. Not 
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only he said that here, but he said that also to the 


newspapers that my clients were lying. 


THE COMMISSIONER: Well I'm not concerned 
with what he said to the newspapers, I think its very 
unfair for anybody to speak to the media with respect to 
matters here, to comment, because he might misinform the 
public, I'm not concerned with that. I agree that there is 
a contradiction in his testimony, and that's not the basis 
for a solicitor for a witness to cross-examine. That's the 
Commissions Counsels job which he's done. 

He is here to bring all the facts. 

BY" iMEets CALSSE: So if I understand you 
correctly Mr. Commissioner, I'm sorry to interrupt you. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Not at all. 

BY ME. CAISSE: I cannot ask any questions 
to Mr. Kulesza. 

THE COMMISSIONER: No.

OF Mr. Commissioner I would ask simply that 
the Commission and your investigators take note of the 
curriculum vitae which will simply complete the testimony 
given by Mr. Kulesza yesterday while examined in chief by 
my friend Mr. Proulx. 

I would also bring to your attention 
attached to the curriculum vitae is a document of three (3) 
pages in length, representing the publications of Mr. 
Kulesza, some twelve (12) different publications over a 
period of time, are these twelve (12) publications all 
written by you? 

A. Yes. 

OF The publications referred to in your 
curriculum vitae, these are the publications that you have 
made in various different professional journals?

Can you just tell me a bit what they are 
about, in more detail, what type of publications. 

Me SILCOFF: 

oe Could you perhaps summarize for the 
purpose of this enquiry and for the Commissioner, the 
nature of the professional publications that you have 
written, subject matter, in very broad outline and the area 
of your expertise? 

A. I spent about ten (10) years working in 


University as a Professor, and scientist in sport science 
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department, where I focus on that the research on young 
weight-lifters. And it was my field of my whole activities 
and my interest to find out the scientific criteria of 
selection of the athletes in this sport. I designed in 
Poland for the first time, scientific criteria of selection 
of the young athletes, based on the several factors, 
morphological type, hormonal system of an individual. 


Psychological make-up and motorial features. 


Me SILCOFF: 
QO. Bim sorny? 
A. And motorial features, speed, strength, 


flexibility and different factors of the human body. 

I describe model of the winner, potential 
model of the winner so the Coaches can recognize potential 
candidate at the beginning when he comes to the gym, or in 
other words Coaches can reject, maybe it's not the best 
word in this moment to use, to reject somebody who is not 
Suitable for the sport, because.... 

Oe Go ahead. 

A. Because there are two ways of a 
selection in sport, and in European countries in this 
matter has been done a lot of research and superiority of 
European countries lies in the science and the knowledge of 
the people very much, but not only in the drugs as we have 


heard so much in the last week. 
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Q. Could you perhaps elaborate if I could 
on this very important point, could you elaborate, you talk 
about the profile of a winner, to what extent has the 
science of sport development gone to be ble to identify by 
absolute objective norms the profile of a winner as you 
say? 

A. First of all we have two kind of 
processes in sport, competition and training. Somebody 
start training and ends in certain moment, he's winning, 
or he's losing, it's a very natural process. And in Canada 
nobody tries to direct athletes to a certain sport, and to 
choose another one, based on the talent of a potential. 

Scientific selection it is simply identifying 
the most important factors in human body in order to 
determine his potential in future, in weight-lifting in 
this case. 

So my role was to identify potential young 
model, winner, future winner based on anthropological 
factors like body-build and several different one. 

Time OuCcem=COUNnLTY me inwacanada there. is) no 
scientific selection in sport, there is only natural 
selection. So everybody who comes to the gym can practise 
with different results, but Europeans have different 
approach, they chose the people based on the scientific 


criteria, to practise this sport of another one. 
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So in dealing with the thousands of athletes 
in each event they have enormous advantage on Canadians in 
succeeding in future sport, because... 

On Would this - I'm sorry. 

A. Because they use selective material 
first of all, they select them based on the scientific 
criteria and they supply them good facilities, knowledge- 
able coaches and good programme. 

OF Would this be one of the reasons which 
explain why, to use Mr. Proulx's expression, that our 
athletes are really not playing on a level playing field 
with the European athletes? 

A. If we talk about fairness in competi- 
tions I can say that it's not just unfairness in a matter 
of drugs, it's like to play soccer on an uneven field where 
a ball is going in one direction easier than in another. 
It's not just drugs, the disadvantage of Europeans in 
setting up sport in different place in the life of the 
young people and with a lot of support, gives disadvantage 
right away. 

OF Gives disadvantage? 

A. Advantage. 

Q. Advantage. 

A. Gives advantage to the people. And if 


we are talking about education, because us people, we are 
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lacking philosophy in sport in Canada. If what Pierre Roy 
said two days ago that he wanted to work with the Juniors, 
but the best Coaches work with the juniors in Europe, the 
best, the most educated people. 

(ey Why is that? 

A. Because its the most important moment 
for a young fellow to meet somebody who can learn from the 
teacher, yes and this beginning is so important in the life 
of this individual. That's why there is so much attention 
given to the selection of the coaches who work with the 
youngsters in Europe. 

That is more important to have the qualified 
futures at the beginning than after. 

oO. Can you bring us back now to the initial 
question which the Commissioner asked, and that is coulda 
you summarize in very very brief form... 

THE COMMISSIONER: I think he's done that, 
that's in the publication. 

Me SILCOFF: 

Bho Are all of these publications dealing 
with this area of specialization that you have? 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A. ALSOmsLEAINind, training ~load. “The 
success in weight-lifting depends on very much first of the 


potential of the athlete, I mean talent, and after of the 
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training programme and load in this training programme. 


Q. What do you mean by load? 


A. Load is the volume and intensity of the 
training. Frequency of the training, the number of 
repetitions the intensity in exercise. In weight-lifting 


it will be the volume, it will be the number of repetitions 
for example done in the training. And intensity will be 
weight, average weight which athletes use in the training. 

It can be described in percentage, there are 
many ways to describe load training load, and this training 
load designed in a sophisticated way and apply on the 
talented individual brings the results in future, but it 
takes time, a lot of work to accomplish success. 

Now training load can be applied on an 
individual, in gradual way only through several years and 
must increase and it gives stimuli for the development of 
the results and performance. 

What's happening with drugs, athletes who are 
not capable to train with the high load, because environ- 
ment doesn't help them in Canada. They don't have time to 
train hard, they have to go to school, they have to work, 
they don't have support, they don't have coach. 

THE COMMISSIONER: That's what the funding 
ised). labour. 


THE WITNESS: Right, so they don't have the 
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same environment to train. 

THE COMMISSIONER: The funding provided by 
Sports Canada. 

THE WITNESS: that!’ s*icorrect, is.unsuffi- 
cient 

THE COMMISSIONER: Pardon? 

THE WITNESS: It's unsufficient to set up 
such a programme. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well we'll talk about 
that later, but the funding provides for an allowance plus 
tuition if the athlete wants to take advantage of that. 

THE WITNESS: That's correct. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And also it provides all 
the expenses for the trips, and travelling and competition. 

THE WITNESS: That is allowed already for a 
a lot of Canadian athletes, if they receive such a support. 

THE COMMISSIONER: So instead of having to 
work they can compete, they can train and go to school, 


they don't have to go to work. 


THE WITNESS: Are we talking about Canada? 
THE COMMISSIONER: Canada, yes. 
THE WITNESS: Not exactly, because the 


educational system in Canada, it's not a Federal method, 
it's a Provincial method and it's set up in different ways 


in different methods... 
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THE COMMISSIONER: Yes but the programme for 
our athletes in Canada is the card of athletes not only get 
a monthly allowance, and help for their accommodation, but 
they can also have a scholarship fund that they go to 
school. You knew that? 

THE WITNESS: Thats correct. 

THE COMMISSIONER: And we've heard in 
Toronto I think it's like thirty-two percent (32%) of 
athletes in Canada are taking advantage of the scholarship 
programme, not merely the athletic programme, and how many 
of your weight-lifters were taking advantage of the 
opportunity of school as well as training? 

THE WITNESS: I'm trying to encourage 
everybody to go to school. We have several athletes who 
study in University but they have a lot of difficulties to 
carry their sport career and to study at the same time. 

THE COMMISSIONER: You go ahead, because I 
want to come back to that later. 

Me SILCOFF: I think the Commissioners 
question, and I think we can just deal with it. 

Q. Do you know how many within the Canadian 
Federation, what percentage of the athletes take advantage 
of this scholarstic assistance programme. 

THE WITNESS: 


A. Of course I know, when I came to Canada 
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I asked my Federation to make a study, give me a sociologi- 
cal profile of my athletes, to find out what they represent 
aS a people, and I never received them. SOme amc rT Co Dy 
myself to identify the condition in life, the education and 
different aspects of each individual. And it never looked 
great because we are... 

THE COMMISSIONER: The answer I'm sorry, it 
was not great and... 

THE WITNESS: It doesn't look great because 
the sport is not included in education of young people in 
Canada, in such a matter as in Europe. 

The sport in let's take one, I will give you 
an example of University of physical education in Canada, 
there is very short programme oriented to teach kids in the 
school, basic exercises of baseball and soccer there, and 
so on 

THE COMMISSIONER: And tennis. 

THE WITNESS: But there is little sport in 
the University and the student who practise sport, elite 
athlete, who at the same time is a student of this 
University has nothing, his performance, his devotion to 
the sport and his experience in the sport has nothing to do 
with his study. This is wrong. 

Me SILCOFF: 


Q. How is that different here, or how is 
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that different here than it is in Europe, for example, in 
the course of your experience? 

A. In this matter there are Department of 
different sports in University and each individual who 
devotes himself of certain sport can find in the University 
not only help from the University to develop his skills and 
become champion, but also he can study this Subject under 
the supervision of educated person. So he can become 
coached and specialized in this area, in this sport. 

THE COMMISSIONER: BUCS you sknow = ine ithe 
United States, as I understand it there is no Federal 


support of athletics. 


THE WITNESS: That's right. 

THE COMMISSIONER: It's not like Canada? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

THE COMMISSIONER: So we've gone quite a 
distance. 

THE WITNESS: Canada is much more modern in 


this method. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Right? 

THE WITNESS: It's so modern cannot even 
manage with a centralized system, it's comparable to East 
European, Canada. However it's applied of a decentralized, 
and not united country, so that's why we have so many 


frictions and problems, and Provinces are not interested in 
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co-operation with National Federations, they have their own 
business. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Alright weLllagetsto,this 
point, it's very interesting. 

Me SILCOFF: 

QO’. Mr. Kulesza I would like to refer you to 
Tab B, and ask you to identify your agreement with the 
Canadian weight-lifting Federation, and identify your 
Signature on the third page of the agreement, that is your 
Signature, as Coach. Exhibit B, page three (3) where it 
says accepted? 

THE WITNESS: 

A. Yes. 

or Is that your signature? 

A. Right, this is mine. 

On Could you perhaps clarify something 
which we touched on yesterday, and that is the status or 
organized weight-lifting in Canada, at the time you took on 
your appointment in the Summer of 1983, the condition of 
the sport, the condition of the facilities, what did you 
find, what did you find in the athletes? 

A. I found a lot of enthusiasm in the eyes 
of the people, however a lot of positive things, a lot of 
negative things. 


ae Let's separate the positive. 
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A. I can say this enthusiasm drive of the 
Canadians to success is incredible. Personal success is 
incredible, all North Americans have this personal interest 
in winning, much greater to my understanding than Euro- 
peans, who are happy to co-operate in a team and their ego 
is not so great. 

QO. Will you explain further to what extent 
the motivation, the drive to win is different in Canadian 
athletes in accordance with your experience than it is for 
example, in Europeans, where you talk about the team 
spirit may be more prevalent. 

A. I believe this is very much culture and 
is spread everywhere in North America, but the personal 
success and mainly the goal is to make the most money 
possible, but not necessarily people know how to use this 
money in their lives, and in sport to win but what is on 
the way to the success is not important, but the period of 
staying in a sport is the time when people can gain a lot. 
Human beings can learn through the travel, through the 
contacts with different people, this is a normal experience 
and also it's a kind of struggle which gives them, it can 
be comparable to the life of individuals, nothing is easy. 
They have to struggle as much in training as in life, in 
order to succeed. 


©; Howe hase this ,;s0how: did) this drive to 
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win, prevalent in Canadian athletes, first manifest itself 
to you when you came to Canada? 

A. Coaches and athletes were dreamers. 
They felt that I believe that they had strong belief that 
drugs is only one difference between Canadian athletes and 
others who win competitions. And they use drugs and they 
couldn't win the top twenty, or top fifteen maximum in the 
world competition, so it must be something different, but 
it's very hard to convey such information, because people 
don't have experience, they never function in a well 
organized sports system, sports system is very new, we just 
trying to improve. 

Sports Canada has existed for maybe fifteen 
(15) years, so I believe that maybe this historic moment, I 
see from my perspective that Canada is just in sports very 
young, with a lot of desire, a lot of kind of propaganda, 
"go win, go Canada go", but there is no means to do it in 
that particular moment. 

So young people chose different ways and not 
necessarily fair ways. 

Qe To what extent will these young people 
GOecOewine 

A. I heard expression they are ready to eat 
blades to win. 


Q. What have you experienced. 
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A. Because another mentality, I will give 
you an example, Gaetan Boucher great speed-skater who won 
so many medals in Olympic Games. 

O° Gaetan Boucher? 

A. Yes, after Olympic Games in Winter 
Olympic Games 1984, he arrived from first world champion- 
ships, after Olympic Games and he came second, in world 
championships, which is great result right after Olympic 
Games to finish second in his event. 

I have read in newspapers that he lost, he 
was loser, he came second he was loser. To be second in 
world championships you have to have worked very hard, 
especially against a lot of organized countries, and a lot 
of athletes, and he was treated like loser in newspapers. 
So this is mentality, you win or you are nobody. 

Another example, when Jacques Demers’ won 
silver medal, in Olympic Games first up when his mother 
approached me she said such a thing "it was your fault that 
he lost gold medal." Appreciation. 

O. What did you say?

BY AME wo LLCORE: 

Q. You arrive in Canada, you take on the 


appointment as National Coach, and you attempt to set up a 
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high performance centre in Montreal to develop a National 
Team, could you perhaps explain the relationship between 
the high performance centre which may presently occupy 
premises at the Centre Claude Robillard and the various 
other weight-lifting clubs, some of which may also work out 
of the Centre Robillard, explain the relationship of the 
two bodies, of the multitude of bodies if you would. 

A. It was first high performance centre in 
Canadian sport in weight-lifting opening established in 
1983, and I had my goal was to organize that centre and in 
1986 we received great help from the City of Montreal, new 
gym and new equipment, facilities which we can say world 
standard facilities in weight-lifting, only unique 
facilities in North America we have. 

It could happen because Montreal City and 
structure of the City Municipality in Montreal, the 
recreation and sport is a part of the life of a city and of 
a business of a city, which is not the case, I mean all 
different cities in Canada and in North America. So there 
is quite a bit money for the sport, and they offered us 
without charge facilities and services. 

So we took advantage of that and I believe 
that we could develop the modern, the best Club possible as 
a high performance centre in Canada, as an example. 


However I encountered a lot of difficulties, 
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fireterOt maim ack mOtestraditi1ons, low disciplinesof the 
athletes, lack -- it was hard to maintain order in a gym, 
I had difficulties with that. And with the time I was very 
dissatisfied with my Assistant Coach who never tried to 
make much effort to organize that club, in such a manner 
that the parents will be involved, there will be commit- 
tees, there will be fund raising for the athletes, where 
education of athletes will be monitored by the coach, such 
things never happen. And it came to such a moment where I 
had to inform City of Montreal that the future of that club 
in this nice City, is in jeopardy. 

On We tieegete tomcnat "Later, but el =would 
like you to explain if you would, the purpose of this 
commission, the relationship between the Municipal club if 
you will, the provincial Federations and your High 
Performance Centre. Was it akin, if I may suggest, was the 
relationship between your High Performance Centre and the 
various different clubs scattered around the country that

A. Oh, I can ssay.... 
On Feeding you with the athletes? 
A. The situation is as following. National 


Coach has right to choose the best athletes in Canada, pick 
them up talented, bring them, concentrate for certain 


time, so this is kind of advantage of one Coach over the 
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others, right. But there was no tradition of National 
coach in the past, everybody was equal. 

So when I receive the best athletes, and I 
coach most sophisticated way, they were easy gainers, 
because they were the most talented people. 

Q. Yes but how did these athletes get to 
your High Performance Centre, how were they chosen to 
particpate in your High Performance Centre? 

A. They simply felt that in the town of or 
club they couldn't progress more, so people moving from one 
school to another, they wanted to go to University of 


weight-lifting. 


O- Were they invited to attend? 

A. They were invited. 

Of By whom? 

A. By me, for the Federation. That has been 
done. 

Q. And they were invited from where, from 


which clubs from which institutions? 

A. The most athletes came from the club, 
Montreal club, they came also from different regions of 
Quebec, as well as from different Provinces. 

Q. So I understand then the Montreal Club 
is distinct from the High Performance Centre? 


A. Yes, there is club in operation in the 
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same facilities as the High Performance Centre. 


Q. But it is a separate club? 
A. Separate organization. 
Q. Fine, now just for the purposes of the 


record, Item number C in your Tab I would ask you to 
identify the fact that your contract which was produced in 
Tab B, was extended and the letter to confirm the extension 
is produced as Tab C, being a letter addressed to you by 
Mr. Donald Buchanan, dated November fourth (4th), 1988, did 
you receive this letter? 

A. Yes I did.

I would like to take you now to Winnipeg, to 
the training camp, prior to the Commonwealth Games in 
Edmonton, I believe it was July, 1986. 

I would ask you to perhaps expand and 
clarify your reasons, expand upon and clarify your reasons 
for asking the athletes to provide these statements with 
respect to the drugs they have taken, let me first ask you, 
when did you ask the athletes and under what circumstances 
did you ask the athletes to provide these statements? 

A. It happened in one of many meetings. At 
the beginning of training camp I believe.

what precisely did you ask them? 
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A. I asked them to put down all medication 
they were taking in the past time, and do not put initials, 
because I knew that I would never receive information from 
them without the pressure. The pressure was to be in a 
team Commonwealth Games and pass the test. uewas el 
special circumstances. 

Q. So you asked them to provide you with a 
list of all the drugs they had taken, did you ask them to 
indicate the frequency, or was that understood? 

A. It was understood in this way. 

Ox And is it your testimony that you 
specifically suggested that it be on an annonymous basis? 

A. That's correct. 

Or At the time of the Winnipeg Cup, did you 


have any concerns, this is in... 


THE COMMISSIONER: 1986. 
Me SILCOFF: 
QO. July, 1986, did you have any concern 


with respect to possible abuse of drugs, or the use of 
banned substances by athletes in Canada? 

A. You see in 1985 year, where four (4) 
athletes were tested positive, before Junior World 
Championship and Senior World Championships, and between 
this time in the Commonwealth Games there was no testing at 


this time, no control. 
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Q3 No control testing? 

A. Yes, there was only testing during the 
National Championships in 1985. I believe that the 
athletes were using drugs in that time. They still 


traditionally they used to save time. 


Q. Do you have any proof? 

A. I don't have any proof. 

OF Why? 

A. i triedsto findkout? 

On And what then was the purpose for your 


asking for these lists of drugs used by athletes? 

a To find out information, to know what is 
the situation with the drugs, in Canada in this particular 
moment. 

Or What did you hope to do with the 
information? 

A. In this moment we were telling them do 
not take drugs, we were giving them policies, packages, all 
kinds of paper, we were trying to educate them but I doubt 
it in this time that it worked, because there was no 
control. 

Q. What did you hope to achieve by 
obtaining these lists, what did you hope to do with these 
lists? 


At I wanted to collect information in order 
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to change situation. 

O° Did you communicate the contents of 
these findings with anyone? 

A. Yes, I communicated with the Coaches, of 
course the new appointed Vice President, Technical, who was 
very much concerned over the drug abuse in this time. And 
he said he was very -- I can say he knew that I had a lot 
of good ideas and idealistic approach to the sport and he 
says I have to help you, and we have to clean up the field 
with the drugs. So you can work without fear, because it 
was always fear and we were receiving kind of threat from 
the Government, that if they test positive then you don't 
have money any more and Coach lose his job. 

So it was purpose simply to find out what is 
the real situation. 

On Now to what extent did this data that 
you obtained from these sheets, assist you in the prepara- 
tion of a doping control programme? 

A. Absolutely, as I said yesterday it was 
beginning of 6/49 it's happening in Winnipeg. The idea 
came out at this moment, and we draft first things in the 
Same camp with Russ Pryor and he brought his -- he 
elaborated details and brought up to the Technical 
committee and I think two (2) months after Commonwealth 


Games. 
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Q. Mr. Kulesza the athletes were tested at 
the end of the camp? 

A. Everybody was subject of test. 

Q. Was anyone excused from being tested as 
a result of the information you had received on those 
forms?

Mr. Kulesza I address you now, and I 
take you now to the Czechoslovakia Craining camp =in?*the 
Summer of 1987. 

You testified yesterday with respect to the 
financial advantages of establishing a training camp in 
Czechoslovakia, the fact that aside from the cost of 
transportation our athletes were hosts or guests rather, of 
the Czechoslovakians. 

Were there other reasons which prompted you 
to recommend and direct your athletes to go to this camp in 
1987? 

A. Second reason that athletes train in a 
professional environment where the facilities were probably 
the best in the world, all kind of medical services in the 
Same place, nutrition and recovery, biological recovery 
supplied any time is necessary. 

So athletes would not worry about anything, 
except training. It was something which they never seen 
before, such a special organized centre for weight-lifting 
and another aspect was educational because the athletes 
could learn different culture, could notice the people live 
in different way, could communicate with the youngsters, 
could experience a lot of new things. 


Some, it's quite important what young 
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individuals can gain through the sport, not Als Gar cCOrmethe 
winning for the participation. 

The social interest, the interest of society 
is probably two-fold, one winner is promoting sport and all 
losers are gaining something from the sport, something 
which remains till the end of their lives. 

So they gain through the participation, a lot 
of experience which helps them to become perfect human 
beings. 

Q. It has been suggested by some of the 
previous witnesses that Czechoslovakia was, I believe the 
word was "drug paradise", steroid paradise, do you agree 
with that analysis, that description? 

A. No I disagree completely, this descrip- 
tion was coming out of this room for one week. However we 
should ealise that the availability of drugs in our country 
is much higher than the availability of drugs in Czechos- 
lovakia.

A. In Soviet Union yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: They brought back twenty 
thousand pills, which they said they got mostly from Polish 
athletes as well as Russian, do you remember them saying 
that? 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A. Yes I remember them saying that and I 
understand why, what's happened, because if Canadian 
athletes...

THE COMMISSIONER: Now you've heard the 
witnesses who were in Czechoslovakia, are you suggesting 
that they didn't get drugs in Czechoslovakia?

THE COMMISSIONER: They weren't going to a 
doctor, they didn't get a prescription. 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A. In a community, a sports community it's 
different story, if somebody wants to buy drugs in 
Czechoslovakia will get into the troubles, will not buy it. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well how did Emile get 
all these, he's a friend of yours. 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A. But people who operate in body-building 


or weight-lifting, they have kind of probably access.

A. Yes, we had such a meeting and usually 
when athletes before leaving the different countries for 
competitions and camps, we used to meet them, talk about... 

THE COMMISSIONER: But three (3) were going 
home, two (2) were going back to camp, four (4) were going 
to Czechoslovakia.

A. Yes. 
Me SILCOFF: 
Q. Correct. Now how many days before the 


departure of the four (4) who went to Czechoslovakia, did 
this meeting with the athletes take place?

be Had you brought to the knowledge of the 
Executive committee... 

A. Yes I brought... 

Q. Your experience with respect to, or 
whatever knowledge you had with respect to products 
available to mask detection during dope testing? 

A. I brought it to the attention of sport 
consultant of Sport Canada, as well as to the attention of 
a Technical Committee in April, 1987. It was discussed and 
it was discussed also at Executive Committee meeting. 

Q. Fine, now I ask you to turn to page four 
(4) of this document Exhibit F, and it is paragraph 4.2.1, 
entitled "report of the anti-doping committee meeting held 
last July in Winnipeg". 

And if I can just paraphrase, one of the 
concerns seems to be does it not that there is a fear that 


the results not be known of the testing before you leave 
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the country. 

Could you perhaps elaborate on what the 
concern of the Federation was with respect to the timing of 
competition testing prior to departure. 

A. We had technical difficulties to obtain 
the results of the test before departure. So we were 
advised by Sport medicine Counsel of Canada to schedule 
test earlier, but we felt that it was my proposal to keep 
test as close as possible to the departure. 

Q. Why 

A. It did not allow simply to protect or 
prevent of athletes some irresponsible individuals to use 
drugs, between the test and the competition. Because what 
Sport Med I remember proposed before Olympic Games 1984, to 
test one month and a half before departure to Olympic 
Games. 

Knowing what was going in weight-lifting I 
felt that it was ridiculous to test one month before 
departure. So when we scheduled before the competition 
they were blaming us that we wanted to monitor athletes. 

Q. I'm sorry I didn't hear the word. 

A. That we wanted to monitor athletes, that 
was happening before Olympic Games 1988, following 
recommendation I scheduled test and very much in advance 


of the Olympic Games. 
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It was on August twenty-seventh (27th) and 
Olympic Games competition were in September, and it was 
time frame of about one month between test and the 
performance, the competition in Seoul, it was obvious it 
was wrong to schedule test in this time. 

So there was no really perfect timing for the 
test, it should be simply random any time. 

ee What are your thoughts, what are your 
thoughts on the solution to this problem? 

A. In future I believe it should be kept 
confidential such a test. Date. 

Q. Let's talk about this testing and your 
powers if you will for a moment. 

It's been questioned, the Commissioner has 
asked you and you have found out that the man told you he 
took drugs, why didn't you send him home, what is the 
procedure that you are obliged to follow with respect to 
the submissions of athletes to test and the rejection of 
athletes from the team for drug use? 

A. Athletes notified for test, they have 
CO. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I asked him why we 
wouldn't send them home if he knew they were taking drugs, 
because they were violating the contract, because they were 


violating the rules, not because they were going to be 
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caught. 

Me SILCOFF: No but I think the witness 
should perhaps qualify Mr. Commissioner the poLlicye of 
constraints that he operates under with respect “to his 
obligation to submit them to testing. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well I'm wondering why he 
wouldn't send athletes home if he knew they were taking 
drugs, apart from the question of testing. You are in the 
camp and you are in training on the way to a competition, 
you find out that your team was taking drugs, they are not 
allowed to do that, it's against the rules of Sports 
Canada, it's against the rules of the Federation, the 
contract. His obligation to see that it's not done, under 
his own contract. 

Me SILCOFF: I don't think anyone disputes 
that, that the taking of drugs is against the Rules both 
for Sports Canada and the Federation. 

THE COMMISSIONER: The Coach selects the 
team and would make it clear that any member of the tean, 
if I find out you are taking drugs, you are off the tean. 

Me SILCOFF: My question was... 

THE COMMISSIONER: Not wait until you are 
going to be tested positive. 

Me SILCOFF;: My question to him Mr. 


Commissioner, is the proposition, the hypothesis you submit 
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indeed has an attractive allure to it, but my question to 
the witness is: 

O7 In the year 1985, 1986, 1987 ricghnGeupeco 
last year, if you suspected or were told by an athlete that 
he was using drugs, are you as the National Coach and as a 
representative of the Federation, are you obliged not- 
withstanding that, to have the athlete tested? 

THE WITNESS: 

A. The fact it was scheduled for test, he 
had to go for test because in a different way he could 
create more problems, it could create more problems from 
the legal point of view. 

Or If you simply said "look sir you've 
taken drugs don't bother being tested, I happen to know 
that you are on drugs and that's it, you are off the team". 
What would be the result of such position? 

A. I would inform my President right away 
about the situation and ask him advice on what tom-do, 
because my action and my powers are limited in such a case. 

THE COMMISSIONER: I don't want to interrupt 
you but the President hasn't got the Obligation, apart from 
your interest in the sport itself, you had a contractual 
obligation to stop if you could and that was part of your- 
- that's in your agreement with your Federation and you are 


paid by the Government of Canada in this position, and 
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that's one of your responsibilities. 

THE WITNESS: 

A. Yes, however it was not in my job 
description to act like drug controller, but as a Coach. 

THE COMMISSIONER: But that's your contract. 

THE WITNESS: 

A. But nothing related -- my contract 
doesn't describe my action taken in the case of a violation 
of the rules. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well it tells you, your 
obligation is that you are not to in a sense see that your 
athletes are not in possession of or take drugs. You are 
not allowed to encourage that and you say if you condone 
somebody using it that's the same as encourage them. 

Me SILCOFF: My question Mr. Commissioner, 
and if we can simply close the debate on this issue. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Limesorry « 

Me SILCOFF: My question is : 

Or Are you, as a representative of the 
Federation, not obliged to require an athlete to be tested 
where you suspect that there is drug use? 

THE WITNESS: 

A. They are obliged to pass the test. Lee gl 
case, I remember one athlete from Manitoba who didn't show 


up for the test and was a long delay, and I didn't - I 
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cancelled his competitions and cancelled his participation 
in training camp because of that, and what's happened after 
is that this athlete was making complaint that Coach 
disqualified him from the programme, and finally he passed 
the test and everything was fine, but my relation with the 
athlete was broken. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Well I don't mean to 
interrupt, but I'm rather puzzled by this, because the 
athlete as part of his contract should not be in possession 
of drugs, apart from using them, and your obligation is to 
see that you don't encourage athletes to use or possess. 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COMMISSIONER: It's not just a question 
that they might sneak through a test by, as we know now by 
cheating or masking or delaying, they are not allowed 
possession of the drugs. And it may be a very difficult 
task for you to perform, but it seems to me respectfully 
that you have to make certain all you could, and I always 
thought the Coach was the fellow who selected the team, and 
also says "you are not on the team". 

THE WITNESS: 

A. Yes this fellow was from Manitoba, I 
haven't seen this fellow train in Manitoba. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Yes we have that, you 


told us about that the other day.

Hoffman concerned the issue of 
legal opinion and whether or not Sports Canada had legal 
opinions with respect to testing of athletes and the use of 
products.

rights of athletes, of the legal implications of what they 
were doing in the testing mechanism, we will be leading 
evidence on that.

BYs MEnewlUTEY ¢ Next week in Toronto, I make 
no judgement about the merits of the issue the relevancy of 
the issue, I just tell you if it's of assistance to you 
today, that it was something important in the minds of 
those responsible for the Federation.

A. It was action taken after my report, I 
believe, when I complained of the delays which create some 
kind of uncertain situation, in setting up this, it could 
wait one month for testing so it was encouraging athletes 
to eventually to go on drugs. 

Q. I take you now to Tab H, Annual National 


Coaches Report, 1987, 1988 do you recall when you prepared 
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that, when did you file it with the Federation? 

A. I beg your pardon. 

On When did you prepare this Annual Report 

A. It was the beginning of June, 1988. 

Of Beginning of June, 1988. 

For purposes of the areas that I am dealing 
now, I would ask you to refer to item number five (5) anti- 
doping programme which Mr. Commissioner I believe is to be 


found on page eight (8). 


THE COMMISSIONER: I have found it. 

Me SILCOFF: 

oO. You indicate that random testing 
implemented in 1987 needs further improvement. Could you 


elaborate on that. 

THE WITNESS: 

A. I felt that, and I had evidence for 
that, that delays with testing were creating difficult 
problem, particularly prior to the National Championships 
and Olympic Games. 

The particpation in major games, Olympic 
Games once for four (4) years it's a very exceptional, very 
important competitions event for young individuals. So 
there was a lot of pressure from the mass media, there is 
kind of a gold rush before each Olympics it's major games. 


In such a situation athletes want to perform 
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and win and be qualified, and if the control system is not 
strong enough to discourage them or taking drugs in such a 
moment, they will take it, nobody will stop them from that, 
to win. It's incredible drive, for the athletes to win and 
succeed and be qualified. 

I felt there was already open door to such 
people who could manipulate the drugs, I was very much 
concerned about that, and I heard about delays in Manitoba, 
delays in Ontario with testing I expressed my opinion about 
ek be 

O- And when you expressed your opinion was 
this matter the subject of a discussion during the course 
of the Annual General Meeting of the Federation which I 
believe was held at this year in Yukon. 

A. I read my report, the report was 
accepted, but it happened in June, we had very serious 
financial crisis in that time in Federation, and I don't 
know if any action was taken after, but we were promised 
that the testing, the anti-doping policy will be changed 
soon, such a recommendation was given to the Technical 
committee, to elaborate testing system, improve 6/49 and 
such a thing it has happened in November, after Olympic 
Games. 

Me SILCOFF: 


Q. I would now ask you to direct your 
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attention to Tab I, which is your National Coach Report of 
the Montreal Cup, 1988. 
A. PURWaAS.'. is 
Q. And - let me ask the question, and let 
me take you to page two (2) and your conclusion where you 
say: 
"the doping tests should be carried 
outa. 


Were they carried out?

0: Why? 
A. Technical reasons which I don't know 


exactly, but when Canada is going internationally, saying 
we are against the doping and our event was in Internation- 
al Weight-lifting Calendar, International event, and 
athletes from different countries are arriving and we don't 
have doping tests in such a competition, is something wrong 
with anti-doping policy and I was very upset about that, 
but I don't know exactly the reasons why the testing didn't 
take place, because I was not in charge. 

Q. You were not in charge? 

A. Of the test. I have heard comments from 
the Journalists. 

QO; Well let's not comment on the comments 


you might have heard from Journalists. 
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To what extent Mr. Kulesza given the 
limitations of time and responsibility of your position, to 
what extent are you able to successfully prevent your 
athletes from using prohibited substances? 

A. Mainly through the education, that this 
education should go to the personal coaches, to the 
athletes. Educational programme, also anti-doping system 
should be so tight that it should discourage anybody from 
any attempt. And I should transfer to my association and 
the bodies who are in charge of that, of the anti-doping 
policy all information which I can obtain from my observa- 
tion, to my Federation in order to improve situation. 

This is what I was doing.
